Prosecutors say driver

NEW YORK — Federal prosecutors 
brought terrorism charges Wednesday 
against the Uzbek immigrant accused in 
the truck rampage that left eight people 
dead, saying he was spurred to attack by 
the Islamic State group’s online calls to 
action and picked Halloween because he 
knew more people would be out on the 
streets. 

Even as he lay wounded in the hospital 
from police gunfire, Sayfullo Saipov asked

to display the Islamic State group’s flag in 
his room and said “he felt good about what 
he had done,’ prosecutors said in court 
papers. Saipov was brought to court in a 
wheelchair to face the charges, which 
could bring the death penalty. 

Meanwhile, the FBI said it wanted to 
question a second person from Uzbekistan 
— 32-year-old Mukhammadzoir Kadirov 
— and had found him. A law enforcement 
official said Kadirov may not have a role in 


the case, but investigators became suspi- 
cious when they couldn’t find him, be- 
cause he was one of Saipov’s few friends. 
The official wasn’t authorized to speak 
publicly and spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity. 

Saipov’s court-appointed lawyer, David 
Patton, said Saipov was in “a significant 
amount of pain” and asked that he get 
wound care and a wheelchair or crutches 
in the federal lockup where he’s being held 
without bail. 

Outside of court, Patton called for fair 
treatment of his client. “I hope, given all of 
the attention in this case and all of the 
attention that it’s sure to continue to 
receive, that everyone lets the judicial 
process play out,” he said. “I promise you

President Donald Trump has nominated 
a top aide to Deputy Attorney General Rod 
Rosenstein to be the next U.S. attorney for 
Maryland. 

Robert Kyoung Hur, 44, has worked since 
June as principal associate deputy attorney 
general under Rosenstein, the top federal 
prosecutor in Maryland 
from 2005 until his ap- 
pointment this year to the 
No. 2 post in the Justice 
Department. 

“Rob Hur is a brilliant 
lawyer who consistently 
demonstrates excep- 
tional civility, profession- 
alism and humility,” 
Rosenstein said in a state- 
ment. “As Maryland’s 
next United States Attorney, he will main- 
tain the high standards of the office, 
coordinate effectively with our partners, 
and bring renewed energy to reducing 
violent crime and achieving other pri- 
orities.” 

Hur served as an assistant U.S. attorney 
in Maryland from 2007 to 2014. If con- 
firmed, he would lead an office that has 
fought violent crime and corruption in

Railroad decides not 
to seek expansion of 
Howard Street route

CSX Transportation withdrew its sup- 
port for a long-awaited expansion of the 
aging Howard Street Tunnel under down- 
town, causing state officials to cancel a 
request for $155 million in federal money for 
a project they hoped would be a boon for 
the port of Baltimore. 

The Jacksonville, Fla.-based railroad — 
successor to the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
— did not explain why it was turning its 
back on the project, which would have 
expanded the century-old tunnel to accom- 
modate trains with shipping containers 
stacked two-high. 

In a statement, CSX attributed the 
decision to “Precision Scheduled Railroad- 
ing,” its new operating plan, which involves 
reviewing “use and development of existing 
and planned infrastructure projects.” 

“We determined that the Howard Street 
Tunnel project proposal no longer justifies 
the level of investment required from CSX 
and our public partners at this time,” the 
company said. 

The Hogan administration had devel- 
oped a plan with CSX to split the cost of the 
project three ways with the federal govern- 
ment, but the project may be dead now. 

In a letter to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, Maryland Transportation 
Secretary Pete Rahn called the move “both 
surprising and incredibly troubling, espe- 
cially considering the countless hours and 
energy that have been expended by the 
Hogan Administration on this effort.” 

Maryland will not submit a grant applica- 
tion for federal funds for the project this 
year, Rahn wrote. The state’s application 
last year did not win money, but Gov. Larry 
Hogan announced last December that the 
state would reapply.
